2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regard to: 
Claims 4 and 22-24: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 4 and 22-24 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of the laminate for sealing nozzles on print cartridges additional contacts and 
seals electrical contacts and leads on print cartridges against corrosion. It is this 
limitation found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes these 
claims allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 5-14, 20 and 21: 

Reasons were given in final office action dated June 4, 2003.
